SJuberous Rooted Begonias 


For summer gardeners with not too much time for 
garden care, or with problem shady areas where little 
will grow, tuberous begonias are ideal. Richly colored 
flowers, often measuring five to six inches across, are 
freely produced from the time the first buds mature 
right up to cool weather when the tubers are lifted 
for winter storing. The dark green foliage is attractive 
for its own sake, and the spectacular blossoms make 
beautiful table decorations when floated in a shallow 
bowl. 

Tuberous begonias need from half to nearly full 
shade, such as may be furnished by high branching 
trees. They like good loamy soil which is not thickly 
matted with roots. They need plenty of air so avoid 
planting them under tree or shrub foliage which sweeps 
the ground. They need little care after planting except 
for watering in very dry weather. 

The tubers may be planted outdoors about mid-May 
or they may be potted in March or early April for 
transplanting outside about June 1 as well-started 
plants. Blooms naturally come earlier from plants 
started indoors. 

Top-sized tubers of the double camellia-flowered 
type are offered in the following colors: Rose, Salmon, 
Red, White, Yellow, Copper, Orange.

Blooming times vary with the seasons but fall ap- 
proximately into three periods during each of which 
the gardens should be visited:

2. April 15-May 5 for early tulips and daffodils. 


3. May 1-May 20 for the tall May-flowering tulips, 
scillas and late daffodils.
